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ZANZIBAR MINISTER CONSOLIDATES AGRICULTURAL RELATIONS WITH SEYCHELLES 
Interest in Certain Crops

[Text] The consolidation of cooperation and the exchanze of experiences 
between Seychelles and Tanzania--this time in the field of agriculture 
between Zanziber and Seychelles--is the aim of the current visit to the 
Republic by Mr Abdul Rahman Rashid, the Minister for Agriculture of 
Zanzibar. 


A practical step towards this aim was taken this morning when Minister 
Rashid, transplanted the first cardamom spice plant which will form part 
of a plantation at the Anse aux Pins State Farm. At the same time, his 
Seychellois counterpart, Mr Karl St. Ange, planted another variety of 
the spice. 


The seeds of the two varieties of the cardamom--'Mysore,' which was 
planted by Mr Rashid and ‘Malabar," by Minister St. Ange, were presented 
to Seychelles by Zanzibar two years ago, and fetches an extremely high 
price on the world market. 


Talking about his visit to Seychelles, Minister Rashid said that Zanzibar 
and Seychelles had common interests in certain crops, such as hybrid 
coconuts, vanilla, and now cardamom. So it was in the interest of both 
countries, continued Minister Rashid, that they exchange ideas and 
planting material where necessary. This had been started with the pre- 
sentation of the cardamom seeds to Seychelles in 1978 and continued during 
a visit to Seychelles last year when Mr Rashid took back coconut ard 
vanilla shoots to Zanzibar. 


Just as Zanzibar could advise Seychelles in the cultivation of cardamom, 
Seychelles could help Zanzibar in its experiments with another valuable 
spice, vanilla, Minister Rashid said. 


Prior to visiting the state farm, Minister Rashid and St Ange had toured 
the tuna industry complex at the Long Pier. 














Tomorrow morning, the Zanzibar minister will pay a courtesy call on 
President Rene before leaving for Praslin and La Digue for three days.

[Text] Seventeen African states have agreed to abolish trade restrictions 
between them so that they can conduct business freely. This is a subject 
which has exercised the minds of many African states for a long time but a 
decisive solution has not been reached. 


Generally, African countries believe in action and they are not tolerant of 
those who would like to earn merit in circular discussion of the same sub- 
jects one meeting after another. This is the problem of many international 
organisations, but Africa should provide a lead. 


For the past many years, African countries have discussed the probleu of 
communication between them, and a number of resolutions have been passed, 
but up to now nothing positive has been done to overcome the problen. 
Talking continues. 


Everybody whose responsibility entails dealing with other nations outside 
his own understands the disadvantage of poor communication system. Urgent 
information is delayed because contact is impossible. 


At the moment, African countries are vigorously discussing the arrangement 
for a pan-African news agency which was set up a few years ago. The idea 

is to enable African countries to exchange news and other information more 
easily. 


But apparently, the biggest hurdle in this exercise is communication. At 
the meeting of the Arab-African news agencies in Tunis in February, 1975, 
a special technical committee was set up to investigate the complexity of 
communication problem in varicus African countries. Some people toured 
a number of countries but nothing has been heard of the result. 


Telephone and telex services in African countries are still routed through 
European capitals. Many things have changed after independence but communi- 
cation system still remains the only naval with former colonial powers. 


Because of this problem, a number of good proposals to enhance development 
in many African countries have failed to materialise, and it continues with 
little hope of an immediate solution. 


Now, another important project has been agreed upon. Actually, the idea 
has been pending for many years and seventeen African countries have 
decided that it cannot wait much longer. This is the idea of introducing 
free trade and abolishing trade restrictions between states. 














It is a fact that different African states face varying personnel and 
financial problems, and is probably not easy to contribute towards the 
immediate solution of the many problems, especially if they are tackled 
at the same time. 


The decision on free trade between states is a tremendous demonstration 
of the desire by the people of this continent to remain truly independent 
and ensure that the spirit of comradeship becomes a reality. 


But Africa should lend a different approach to the problems and avoid 
the bad international habit of merely passing resolutions without seeing 
solutions. Free trade between African states should be a good example.

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REPORTAGE OW MANO RIVER UNION 
Benefits Seen

[Text] IT IS A LONG WAY from the lofty vision of one united 
Africa that inspired Kwame Nkrumah to the small, mostly 
commercial Mano River Union that has linked Liberia and 
Sierra Leone since 1973. But while the Nkrumah dream 
has crumbled to nothing, the Mano River Union survives 
and grows. At a ceremony in Freetown President Sékou 
Touré of Guinea joined President Tolbert and President 
Stevens in announcing that Guinea was going to join the 
Union, and the occasion managed to stimulate a good deal 
of excitement and idealism. 

President Sékou Touré remarked that it was foreign 
domination that has ensured that there were three 
countries in this part of West Africa, and he regarded their 
coming together as a victory over imperialism and 
colonialism. The Union would “strengthen the natural ties 
which exist amongst our peoples . . . and enable us to make 
valuable contributions to the achievement of African 
Unity”. President Tolbert, with typical oratory, spoke of a 
“day of invigoration, a day of expansion and a day of 
fraternal inclusion’. His heart was filled with joy that the 
great people of Guinea have indicated their desire to join 
the Union in its ardent endeavours in the cause of the 
people of Africa and the beloved continent. 

President Stevens was more down to earth. He said the 
admission of Guinea into the Union would have certain 
obvious advantages in enabling the three countries to make 
the best use of t:eir fundamental identity of interest, take 
advantage of ther geographical locations and shared 
borders. and minimise the communication gap that existed 
Between them. It would also facilitate a more efficient use 
of their naturai resources and give them better bargaining 
positions in international negotiations. He said-he was 




















pleased that the modest aims that had prompted President 
Tolbert and himself to join together had also attracted their 
brother President Sékou Touré. He foresaw other states 


joining. 

It would seem at first glance that such an organisation as 
an expanded Mano River Union duplicates the purpose of 
the Economic Community of West African States 
(ECOWAS). If ECOWAS plans for the reduction of 
customs barriers were successful, for instance, there would 
' be no need for the and icated talks that have 
taken place between Liberia and Si Leone on customs 
nomenclature, a common excise law. harmonised tariffs 
and procedures. President Tolbert's response to this 
criticism was to remind people that African unity was like 
the wall of a house, in which every brick must play its part. 
He also noted that the Treaty of Lagos establishing 


ECOWAS specifically said that sub-regional groupings 
were essential to the goals of overall economic unity. The 


point, put more crudely, is t:3t ECOWAS has not really 
worked thus far (though. with its methods and personnel 

it should be heading now for a more effective 
future) and thus a role is left for such a grouping as the. 
Mano River Union. 

A glance at the map of West Africa indicates the 
suitability of a coming together of Guinea with Liberia and 
Sierra Leone. But the overcoming of non-g 
barriers is a tribute to the personalities of the 
leaders involved and also an indication of the trials that 
might be encountered in the future. The fact that Guinea’s 
colonial masters were French-speaking and thus French 
remains the official language is, of course, one of the 
communication hurdles that must be overcome. 
Anglophone and Francophone countries already 
co-operate in ECOWAS and in the Lomé grouping; this is 
a significant step closer. The fact that Guinea is outside the 
franc zone makes commercial cooperation easier. 

The Guinea government has for a long time been close to 
the governments of Sierra Leone and Libena. It was 
Guinea troops, it will be remembered, that President 
Tolbert called in to assist him after the April 14 rice riot; 
Guinea troops have also assisted President Stevens at times 
of stress. Between there are points of tension. The 
large number of Gui who crossed the border into 
Sierra Leone about two years ago caused active prejudice 
among some Sierra Leoneans and measures by the 
government to register foreigners. Monrovia blames its 
crime wave on Sierra Leoneans coming over the Mano 
River Bridge. A football match in Freetown and a disputed 
ruling by a referee caused huge waves of ill will. 








The hope, not always realised, is that closer contacts will 
ease prejudices. So far as Guinea is concerned, the decision 
is another sign of President Sékou Touré’s recent policy of 
opening the country to the world and bringing it back into 
ise Mainstream of international life; it was in Monrovia at 
the instigation of President Tolbert last year that President 
Sékou Touré had a healing meeting with his Francophone 
rivals. President Senghor of and President 
Houphuouet-Boigny of Ivory Coast. The previous 
isolation of Guinea was damaging, and the newly-increased 
contacts within the Mano River Union must help the 
country's development. 

For the whole region, concrete economic benefits can be 
expected from the availability of an enlarged market, the 
better use of such resources as water and power, and the 
planned deployment of such expertise, tcchnology and aid 
that ts available. Less tangible, but just as important, gains 
should come from the admixture of different cultures, 
political theorics and ways of life. The Mano River Union, 
it is hoped, will continue to give an example to the rest of 
Ainca of co-operation that works. 


Guinea Joins 


London WEST AFRICA in English 11 Feb 80 p 237,239 
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The joint ministerial meeting at the Spur 
View Lodge had agreed thet Guinea should 
join the Union as a fuli member. In 














accordance with Article Il of the Seventh 
Protocol of the Declaration. the Union 
Secretariat will consult with Guinea. with a 
view to examining the substantive. 
insttutional. administrative and financaal 
terms relative to her adherence. The 
ministerial meeting agreed that the 
Secretariat will report to the Ministenal 
Counci! in August. 1980. and that Guinea 
will formally become a member dunng the 
Mano River Union's seventh anniversary 
on October 3. Dunng the six months 
period of consultation and negouaton. 


Guinea will be permitied to participate in 
the Union's activities as an observer as 


provided in Section D, Article Il of the 
Seventh Protocol of the declaration. The 
mimsterial meeting also agreed that the 
related expenditure envisaged during the 
consultauon period will be borne by the 
three states on a pro rata basis. 

In the speeches which preceded the 
Conakry Dee summit, President Stevens 
said that the venue Conakry Dee had been 
chosen because Conakry Dee. meaning 
Little Conakry (bearing a similar name to 
the capital of Guinea), “is a clear example 
of the arbitrary division by the colonialist of 
countnes and peoples sharing a common 
history. heritage and a common destiny.” 
He described the summit as a bold and 
positive step, even if preliminary at this 
Stage. to integrate and enhance the Union's 
efforts ai economic and technological 
co-operation. He said the admission of 
Guines inte the Uniom has obvious 
advantages as the wider economic union 
will enable the three countries to make the 
best use of their fundamenta! identity of 
inizrests and take obvious advantage of the 
fact that their geographical locations, 
especially the sharing of common 
boundaries. would minimise the communi- 
cation gap that would otherwise appear to 
exist among them. Guinea's admissio® to 
the Mano River Union. he maintained. 
would also facilitate a more efficient use of 
resources. take advantage of economies of 
scale and provide a better bargaining 
position in international negotiations. 

The President said that the development 
of industry was an important area which 
seemed to offer the greatest potential 
benefits for member states of the Union. 
Progress in this area, he said, was, however, 
we yo by the relatively small size

President Stevens said he was

Observing that there may be 
problems in the Cuture, President Stevens 
declared, “in the light of experience, we 
know that men make institutions and if men 
fail institutions will fail, no matter how 
ideally the instruments establishing such 
institutions were conceived.” He said he 
was, however, convinced that with the 
poltical will on all sides, they will succeed in 


their venture of bringing their peoples 
© oser togevher. 


President Tolbert described the occasion 
#3 a day oi mvigoration, expansion and 
fraternal inclusion. He expressed tat 
Guinea's decision to join the Mano 
Union and referred to the Seventh 
Protocol. which extends an open invitation 
to all and any West African state wishing to 
join the Union. He said that Guinea's 
anticipated joining of the Union should be 

as a tribute to the people of 
Sierra Leone and Liberia, and to the 
secretariat and staff of the Union “in 
making a great cause attractive enough for 
our brothers and sisters to consider joining 
with us.” 

To those who held the view that 
membership of the Union by Guinea or 














other West African states was a wasteful 
duplication of ECOWAS. President 
Tolbert observed that African unity was 
“like the wall of a house, in which every 
brick must play its part.” He recalled that 
the Treaty of Lagos establishing ECOWAS 
recognised that not only was sub-regional 
groupings essential to the goals of overall 
African economic unity, but that such 
movements were not incompatible with the 
existence of ECOWAS or any other 
Afr.can groupings. 

Cataloguing the achievements of the 
Mano River Union. President Tolbert said 
that today. the Mano River Union is hailed 
both in Africa and abroad as an example of 
effective and fruitful co-operation between 
neighbouring states. ‘It 1s also hailed as the 
most effective instrument of translating 
regional plans and programmes into 
practical action at the sub-regional level.” 
He said the Union has made significant 
contribution to Africas 1978-1988 
Transport and Communication decade 
programme in opening up the Mano River 
bridge, and is now in the process of 
constructing the Monrovia-Freetown high- 
way as part of the Trans-West Africa 
Highway. Another contribution to the 
decade. he maintained, is the existence of 
the Mano River Postal Union and the 
harmonisation of a number of postal 
matters which will facilitate the activities of 
the recently established African Postal 
Union in postal and communication 
matters. 

He referred to plans for the exploitation 
of the Mano River water resources for 
energy and agricultural purposes and 
observed that this activity could not have 
been undertaken by one country without 
the agreement co-operation of the 
other state into or from which the river 


President Tolbert mentioned the 
harmonisation of the customs nomencia- 
ture and duties on imported goods; the 
harmonisation of customs administration 
and procedures, excise legislation and 
excise duties. Measures, he said, have now 
been worked out to include procedures 
allowing for greater and expanding trade 
between the members, and measures 
conferring preferential status on those 
private industnes and other investors 
wishing to exploit the Union market. 

Policies and measures, he continued, 
have been laid down for the control and 
regulation of cross-frontier traffic between 
States. the mutual recognition and 
Standardisation of drivers licences, vehicle 
testing. motor vehicle insurance and 
Matters rclaung to accident liabilities and 
claims 
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He also menuoned the focus of attention 
on an appropriaic school curncula and 
mutual recognition of academuc and other 
qualdicatons. the establishment of training 


programmes as a means of providing 
education and of upgrading the admunistra- 
uve efficiency of member states, to wit, 
Forestry Training Institute, Post and 
Telecom munication Training School, and a 
Marine Training School. 

President Tolbert said that the admission 
of Guinea to the Mano River Union will 
give to the Union a new lease of life, a new 
challenge. new aspirations and renewed 
hope. “It is also an act of defiance on our 
part. in this new decade of uncertainties and 
anxieties, and a demonstration of our 
united determination to grapple with the 
problems which face us as a people and 
which must be solved by our people.” 

President Sékou Touré said he was

MALAWI SAID PRO-PF--Malawi said on Monday it looked forward eagerly to the 
day when Rhodesia became an independent State “with an indigenous African 
mationalist chosen freely by the majority of the people as the head of its 
democratic government.” The Gcvernment denied in a statement that Malawi 
had joined Zaire at a meeting of the Organisation for African Unity in 
Addis Ababa in urging African States against favouring the leaders of the 
Patriotic Front alliance in Rhodesia'’s election.

The "Times" agrees that Ghana should not live in a world of isolation.

Accra is being engulfed in filth.

The attempt was unsuccessful because the editorial produced no other fact 

to support the contention than the same old, and worn out argument that 
Israel is a friend of South Africa and so, establishing relations with Israel 
means establicaing relations with apartheid South Africa. 


Malice 


As a state-owned medium this paper is expected to put the facts before the 
reading public but I am sorry to say th ‘he paper has consistently taken 
& vory strong anti-Israel line and it i» cather unfortunate that people 

edtvocating reappraisal of Ghana's relations with Israel should be accused 


of malice when there is no evidence to prove it. 


Im the second paragraph of the above-quotation, the editorial made the 
rather funny suggestion that those who want Ghane to normalize relations 
with Israel want a bridge to Pretoria. 


I find it very hard to see the logic behind this argument and conclusion 
because Ghana his diplomatic relations with several countries which have 
strong relations with Pretoria and it has never occurred to this paper or 
anyone in this country to advocate that Ghana should break diplomatic 
relations with those countries because Ghana will establish links with 


Pretoria through then. 
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Relations 


"To continue our blind support for supporting the Arab cause will be to 
continue supporting terrorism, mayhem, murder and wanton destruction. 


Secondly, Egypt, the nation which led the Arabs to get the OAU to break 
relations with Israel has realized the futility of continuous warfare with 
Israel and has signed the treaty in order to expend the resources on ammuni- 
tions and weapons on the needs of the people. In that case the rationale 
for the continuous hostility towards Israel is no longer there. 


Thirdly the outgoing chairman of the OAU, President Nimeiri of the Sudan 
is backing Egypt and there is no reason why Ghana should continue refusing 
to restore relations with Israel with whom we have no quarrel. 


It is also necessary to stress the point that even though Acheampong broke 
relations with the Israeli State, he continued secretly to send soldiers, 

policemen and other Ghanaians to Israel for courses. This hypocrisy must 

be stopped in the Third Republic. 


The establishment or otherwise of diplomatic relations between states is 
primarily a matter within the jurisdiction of sovereign states and has 
nothing to do with dictation from outside bodies. 


The QAU therefore has no business forcing its member-states to maintain or 
not to maintain diplomatic relations with any state. This ban must therefore 
be lifted without further delay at Monrovia, so that the present Government 
can re-establish diplomatic relations with Israel because in our present 
predicament as a nation no friend should be left out.

The foundation of the anti-Israel, pro-Arab stance by the OAU has been 
removed and it is the duty of Ghana to support the path of peace instead 
of war as I state in the “Open Letter to 1979 OAU Monrovia Sumit."

One other argument that those who oppose the normalization of relations are 
using is that Israel does not abide by the resolution of the UNO: I will 
want to be told at any country in this world which is a member or UNO or any 
African state which is a member of the OAU which carries out the resolutions 
of the UNO or OAU. Let any such state stand up and cast the "first stone" 
and we shall all follow." 
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Presently, the students of iran have trampled underfoot all conceivable 
accepted international rules and conventions appertaining to diplomatic 
missions and despite the repeated pleas by the international community, 
the Pope, the unanimous ruling of the International Court of Justice at 
the Hague, the UN Security Council and the General Assembly of the UNO, 
world leaders of all shades of opinion, the Ayatolla and his so-called 
revolutionary students have refused to release the 50 US hostages seized 
in the outrageous raid on the US embassy in Teheran on November 4, 1979. 


Crisis 


Strangely and surprisingly, instead of supporting the international commu- 
nity in this savage and terrorist misuse of modern technology, the "Chanaian 
Times" wrote an editorial blaming the USA for the crisis and calling upon 
the Govermment of the USA to send “this dead man” meaning the Shah to Iran 
to face "Justice"! 


Can you imagine any more outrageous and callous suggestion than this, that 
a man on his sick bed in a hospital should be sent to his enemies crying 
for his blood? 


What type of “justice” will he get? Such editorials do the prestige of this 
country of enlightened men incalculable damage. 


Nobody denies that Ghana is and “belongs” to Africa but that does not mean 
that we as sovereign state should go on supporting foolish policies that 
produce only negative sparks. One such policy has been the OAUJ resolution 
under discussion. 


History 

In conclusion I repeat my call that the greater interest of this country 
should be put over and above the ritualistic proclamations of the OAU some 
of whose members have Diplomatic Relations with Israel. 

The Greater Interest or the Common Weal of Ghanaians, that is the BONUM 


PUBLICUM who want to live in peace and harmony with everybody on this planet 
demands that Ghana should reappraise her relations with Israel!

[Text] The Attorney-General, Mr. Charles Njonjo, said in Nairobi on Friday 
night that the Government will continue to do whatever it can to ensure that 
responsible publications in Kenya grow and that freedom of the Press, as 
enshrined in the Constitution, remains a reality that will never be threatened 
from any quarter. 


Mr. Njonjo was speaking at a reception at a Nairobi hotel hosted by the 
directors of Stellascope Ltd., to mark the fifth anniversary of The Weekly 
Review news magazine. 


Mr. Njonjo, who was welcomed to the party by Mr. Hilary Ng'weno, the maga- 
zine's editor and publisher, paid warm tribute to the magazine and its staff. 


The reception was attended by a large number of Government Ministers and 
officials and members of the Diplomatic Corps. 


Mr. Njonjo said: "One of the things I really appreciate about The Weekly 
Review is the lack of we.i-worn cliches in its pages. It is a magazine 

that has established a solid reputation both in Kenya and abroad as being 

an example of serious and responsible journalism. We, in Kenya, are proud 
to be associated with this publication and we should give it every support." 


He noted that the first issue of The Weekly Review came out on February 8, 
1975, and it has appeared every week since then. It started very simply 
with less than half a dozen employees, but is now part of a group of 
publishing, printing, and distribution firms employing nearly 120 people. 


Mr. Njonjo remarked that for the first two or three years of The Weekly 
Review's existence, most of its income came from its circulation sales. 
However, in the past two years, advertisers, who originally felt somewhat 

shy about advertising in a highly political publication had started support- 
ing the magazine--and among its advertisers have been Government institutions 
such as parastatals. 
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Credit goes to the hard work of the editors and employees of Stellascope 
Ltd., and its sister companies, but also to the confidence which has been 
shown by the National Bank of Kenya. The National Bank has shown what can 
be achieved when a Commercial Bank provides sustained assistance to local 
entrepreneurs. Recently, the National Bank was joined by the Industrial 
Development Bank in providing more printing facilities to the publishers 
of The Weekly Review through the establishment of Stellascope Printing Co. 
Ltd., which will enable Stellascope to diversify its sources of income," 
Mr. Njonjo said. 


The Attorney-General said that over the past five years, The Weekly Review 
had set a high standard of journalism, not only in Kenya, but in Africa as 
well. 


The rest of the world had recognised this through its frequent praise of 
the magazine. ’ 


"At home, The Weekly Review has been rewarded for its independence and 
objectivity by the loyalty of its readers and, more important, by the 
tolerance of the Government. Though not everything it has published has 
been to the delight of those in authority, the Government has accorded The 
Weekly Review the freedom without which it would not have been possible to 
operate the kind of publication it is today." 


Mr. Njonjo went on: "In other countries perhaps The Weekly Review would 
be considered provocative, and it is to Kenya's credit that we have the 
stability and maturity to tolerate and enjoy its outspoken assessments of 
current affairs. A disregard for sensitive areas is shown in its investi- 
gations, but these are always conducted in a thoroughly responsible manner. 
Its comment and criticism is sensible and constructive, and never resorts 
to sensationalism. Issues are exposed but with consideration for what the 
Government is trying to do. 


"This is freedom, without being licemce. Misleading headlines can do a lot 
of damage; misreporting becomes mispresentation and is dangerous. But to 
create public awarness, accompanied by thoughtful comment, is valuable." 


Mr. Njonjo observed that a great deal of The Weekly Review's success stemmed 
from its determination not to adopt ideological, partisan, tribalistic, 
racial or other pre-committed positions on current issues. 


It set an example of high class politically orientated journalism without 
being harmful to the public interest. 


"The Weekly Review is a good ambassador for Kenya. There are today more 
than 1,000 foreign subscribers to The Weekly Review, a lot of them being 
public and university libraries as well as Government and business institu- 
tions.

"I dca't want to go into too much detail about this, but if one takes 
all the case studies in other parts of the world, you will find that 
mines and mine incidents usually do not occur on roads carrying a large 
volume of traffic," he said.

Commandant Johan Sonnekus, staff officer (operations) at SWA Military 
Command, said yesterday that some headmen were being guarded by special 
constables trained by the police. 


He added that security fences were being erected around some headmen's 
homes and, in certain cases, anti-landmine vehicles were also being pro- 
vided. 


He said pot-holed roads in the north were also being resurfaced to minimize 
the danger of landmines on tarred roads. The main road between Oshivello 
and Ondwangwa, in Owambo, is being swept for landmines each morning and a 
security force convoy also operates regularly between the two centres. 


Cmdt Sonnekus announced that another 16 guerrillas have been killed in 
various incidents during a "quiet" three-week period from January 10. 


This brings the number of insurgents killed this month to 27. 


He said six civilians had been murdered this month, while there had also 
been four sabotage incidents aimed at Owambo's infrastructure. 


Cmdt Sonnekus said information indicated that morale was low in the SWAPO 
ranks because of the shortage of food in southern Angola and problems with 
their logistics.

[Text] South West Africans will have to wait at least another two months 
until they receive their new identity cards, according to Civil Affairs 
officials. 


The cards, were originally supposed to be ready by the middle of November 
last year, but many unforeseen problems have apparently cropped up. 


A spokesman for the civil affairs department said a “hell of a lot" of things 
had gone wrong. "We didn't expect the processing of the cards to take 

this long,” he said. "We have a staff of over 60 full-time workers and 

20 part-time workers processing the cards around the clock." The project 

is costing the taxpayer R2 million. 


None of the cards have yet been sent out to the some 542,000 people who 
originally registered. This registration figure is well below the over 
90% registration quoted by ome city newspaper. The staff at Civil Affairs 
can process 15 000 cards a day, and 100 applications per day are still 


pouring in. 


Those people not registered will have no action taken against them as yet, 
but the Administrator-General is to set a date by which time all South 
West Africans must be in possession of a card. 


The card is to measure 10 x 7 cm and is to be covered with plastic. Each 
person's application has to be put through a computer, after the informa- 
tion has been verified, and the fingerprints have to be processed in Pre- 
toria. I* is apparently here that the most problems have cropped up. 


Despite the present problems, the spokesman did assure me that there was 
no possibility of the situation becoming like South Africa's. [here 
people have waited for up to two years for their identity cards to come 
through.

[Text] Nigeria's export figures of 2,622,959 tonnes fared very poorly 
against her import figures of 16,357,008 tonnes in the year 1978/79 in spite 
of the increase in export promotional activities and the bans on the importa- 
tion of most consumer and non-durable items into the country since 1978. 


The total cargo throughput for inward and outward cargo through eight Nigerian 
ports, released by the Nigerian Ports Authority in Lagos showed that imports 
exceeded exports by 13,734,049 tonnes for the period. 


The ports were the Apapa Port of Lagos, the Tin Can Island Port Complex, 

the Port of Port Harcourt, the Okrika Jetty and the Port of Warri. Others 
are the Koko Port also in the delta area, the Burutu Port and the Calabar 
Port. The cargo included liquid bulk, dry bulk, containers and general cargo. 


According to the Nigerian Ports Authority, a total of 10332924 tonnes of goods 
came in while 505672 tonnes went out through the Lagos port. 2009866 tonnes 
came in and 14486 tonnes went out through the Tin Can port while 2444735 tonnes 
came in through the port of Port Harcourt and 160915 tonnes went out through 
that port. 


Projected figures for the year 1979/80 show a greatly reduced passage of 
cargo in all the ports of the country. The total projected imports for the 
year are 14,623,276 tonnes of import cargo and export of 2,413,413 tonnes. 


The projected figures for 1979/80 show a decrease of nearly 2 million tonnes 
of imports from the figures of the previous year and another decrease of 
avout 200,000 tommes of exports for the period.

[Text] The demand for electric power supply in Nigeria is expec «d to double 
the present supply by 1985/86. This was revealed by statistics = projections 
from the National Electric Power Authority (NEPA) published in 1 ~ «. 


The Power System Development Plan of the authority describes in very simple 
terms the authority's power development plan for the nation, aimed at extending 
the services into areas presently without electricity and reinforcing the 
existing system to incorporate additional generation. 


According to the statistics, the Authority maintains a 10 year plan all the 
time by dropping a year and adding another one and also produces an additional 
S-year forecast, as an aid to generation planning and financial forecasting. 


The study observes that the anticipated growth in maximum power demand exceeds 
20 percent in several years, reaching 29 percent for example in 1977/78. 

It adds that generation, transmission, transformation and distribution 
facilities are planned to meet these anticipated demands. 


The anticipated maximum power demand for the coming years in Nigeria shows

DEATH PENALTY EXPLANATION--Armed robbery is still a very serious offence 
under the country's criminal law punishable with death. This confirmation 
was given in Lagos by the Attorney-General and Minister of Justice, Chief 
Richard Akinjide. He was reacting to press comments on the legal position 
of armed robbers under the Robbery and Firearms Decree 1970 as amended by 
Decree No. 105 of 1979. Chief Akinjide stressed that all cases of armed 
robbery were now triable in the various state high courts in the country. 

He emphasised that punishment for armed robbers was definitely death by 
hanging or by firing squad. The minister explained that section 1(13) of 
Decree No. 47 of 1970 on robbery and firearms, dealing with punishment for 
armed robbers, was not repealed or modified by Decree No. 105 of 1979.

[Text] The ZDP leader, Mr James Chikerema, yesterday forecast a reign of 
terror and banditry--possibly a civil war--soon after the election unless 
bands of armed men around the country were dealt with immediately. 


He pledged at a news conference in Salisbury that all able-bodied men and 
women would be trained and given arms to defend themselves against “this 
terrorism” should the ZDP win next week's poll. 


The nationalist, who yesterday held a 40-minute meeting with the Governor, 
Lord Soames, said the villagers would be organised into militia units which 
would round up “all persons who seek to impose individual acts of aggres- 
sion” and hand them to the authorities. 


Said Mr Chikerema: “There may be critics who will see the formation of 
militia units as repugnant and not in keeping : ith democratic principles. 


"Il regret in advance any such criticisms (because) such people are not 
themselves subjected to rape, torture and death (as the villagers).” 


Neither did his proposition mean there would be a breakdown of rejection 
of the judicial system or the establishment of “people's courts.” 


He said it was important to create a militia because “the present state of 
lawlessness in the country" was most likely to continue after the election. 


"...And we have heard the statements made by certaiu politicians that if 
they or their particular party do not win the election, they will resort 
to a war situation--hardly a democratic solution to tne wishes of the 
people as reflected through the ballot-box," Mr Chikerema added. 


In answer tc a yuestion, he said he would be among the first to attend a 
meeting of all political leaders if this was aimed at forging a united 
front to for:stall the possibility of a civil war. 





Outlining the ZDP policies, he said recriminations and any attempts to 
apportion blame “for whatever reasons" at this crucial time, could only be 
counter-productive. 


He saw the restoration of law and order, and the “banishing” of poverty 
among Rhodesians as major issucs that needed the attention of Zimbabwe's 
first government. 


Ob jectives 


"No person should have to live without adequate food, clothing and shelter, 
and no person should have to live in fear from physical assault or illegal 
removal or destruction of property." 


Oniy after these objectives had been achieved, said Mr Chikerema, could it 
be possible to embark on economic development, which would have to include 
the creation of housing, health, education and rural facilities. 


He deplored the recent bombings of churches, and said that a ZDP-led admin- 
istration would not tolerate such acts of violence and intimidation.

ZANLA FORCES TOLD TO HARASS SAYs SUPERVISOR

[Text] Information gleaned from a ZANLA commander captured in the Honde 
Valley on Wednesday has confirmed that forces loyal to Mr Robert Mugabe's 
ZANU (PF) party are politicising and intimidating on orders from their 
superiors. 


A group of election observers and foreign journalists were told yesterday 
by Mr David Glendening, a British election supervisor in the area, that 
the commander had “confirmed in every respect" the allegations he had 
received against ZANLA. 


These included threats of death to those who did not vote for ZANU (PF) as 
well as the softer approach of unnerving the locals through the continued 
presence of armed ZANLA elements. 


"The general tactic adopted by these elements is to spread the word that 
should ZANU (PF) not win the election, the war will resume immediately," 
said Mr Glendening. 


The captured commander had confirmed that his men were under orders to 
cache their arms ard to infiltrate the area to politicise and intimidate: 
Reports to this effwct had been brought to his notice by security force 
auxiliaries, patrols mounted by district administration staff and in let- 
ters from the locals themselves. 


“Moderate intimidation is in evidence in the Manica TTL," said Mr Glenden- 
ing. "In the Mutasa South area harassment has been far greater. 


"Conditions for this election are not perfect arywhere, but I think they 
will be as good in this valley as anywhere else for a reasonably free 
election." 


Addressing the group of observers and journalists at Ruda base, 3 km from 
the Mozambique border, Mr Glendening said the UANC had been the most 
active and "best organised" of all parties campaigning in the area. 











This was understandable, he said, as the surrounding Mutasa district was 
traditionally a UANC stronghold. The next most active party was ZANU. 


Mr Alec Bundock, L.strict Commissioner for Mutasa, cited 25 incidents in 
the district since the ceasefire came into effect on January 4. These 
included six contacts, seven captures, rubberies, and the discovery of 
three arms caches. 


He said there was evidence that ZANLA elements were continuing tc infil- 
trate Rhodesia from Mozambique. Describing Mutasa as a “trad’tional entry 
point for terrorists," he said armed gang: had been seen crossing the 
border several times. 


Mr Bundock told the group that a number of ref::gees were coming in from 
Mozambique. 


“We have cleared about 1,500 refugees who have subsequently been placed in 
our protected villages." 


Immediately after the briefing at Ruda base, the observers and journalists 


were flown by helicopters to two protected villages and then tc tea 
estates in the area.

BOMB AT CATHOLIC CATHEDRAL DISARMED, ANGLICAN CHURCH DAMAGED 
Third Incident

[Text] Salisbury Police yesterday disarmed a crude time-bomb made with 
2.7 kg of TNT and a communist-made mortar bomb lert at the rear entrance 
to the Catholic Cathedral. 


The bomb, found in a leather briefcase, was the third left near Salisbury 
churches in the wave of bombing incidents on Thursday night. It was re- 
ported by a Cathedral priest and the Army bomb disposal squad assisted 
Police in disarming it. 


Supt Brian Rogers, of Salisbury CID, said yesterday: "I can only think 
that this is a deliberate campaign against churches, not people." 


Two bombs went off on Thursday night--at the Presbyterian Church in Jameson 
Avenue and at the Kingsmead Chapel, Borrowdale. 


In another incident, two people died when their Renault 12 sedan disin- 
tegrated in a massive blast near St Michael's Anglican Church, Harare. 


One theory yesterday was that they may have been intent on bombing the 
church after distributing the other explosives. 


The bombings prompted Police to organise a thorough search od all other 
Salisbury churches in case bombs had been placed but had failed to detonate, 
as obviously happened at the Catholic Cathedral in Fourth Street. 


Superintendent Rogers said the close sequence of Thursday night's bombings 
showed a degree of planning. He could not discount the possibility that 
the Presbyterian Church bomb was meant for the nearby Monomatapa Hotel, 
but that the bombers could not get any closer to the premises. 


At least four whites, including a member of Lord Svuames's staff, Mr Peter 
Wilson, were treated for cuts from flying glass from the hotel. 














Police last night could not say what types of bombs were used. 


The political slogan Pambere neMugabe was written inside the brown leather 
briefcase containing the bomb at the Catholic Cathedral. Other writing 
referred to the ZANU (PF) election symbol, the cock, or Jongwe (in Shona). 


The Cathedral administrator, Fr Dennis Mangan, spotted the briefcase 
soon after 6 a.m. 


He reported the “suspicious object" to the Police. 


A senior Police spokesman said: "This was a good example of how the bomb 
awareness campaign can work in saving lives and property." 


There was every reason to believe, the spokesman said, that if the bomb 
had exploded, it would have extensively damaged Cathedral buildings "and 
a good many windows in the north face of the Earl Grey Government 
building." 


The acrid smell of TNT hung in the air at the scene of the car explosion 

in Harare yesterday morning. A convoy of cars carrying media representa- 
tives and led by Police arrived at the scene as an assistant priest from the 
nearby St Michael's Anglican Church was burying human remains he had 
collected from the blast area. 


The remains of the car had been taken to Southerton Police Station. 


The assistant priest, Rev David Manyau, said he did not know who died in 
the car, but added, "they deserve a decent burial." 


"I fear some of their remains were eaten by dogs overnight,” he said. 


The Presbyterian Church, Jameson Avenue, and part of the administrative block 
which took the brunt of the blast, were unsafe to enter yesterday, and had 
been condemned. 


The explosion buckled the wall of the church, punching a hole big enough 
to crawl through and devastated the interior, where overturned pews and 
broken glass and masonry could be seen through the entrance. 


In the administrative block, sections of the tile roof were missing or 
shattered, ceilings had collapsed and debris lay everywhere. 


At a Loss 
The man primarily responsible f>r the establishment of the Kingsmead 


Chapel, Mr Mike Crodace, said yesterday: "I am completely at a loss as to 
why someone would want to blow up our church." 
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He and his wife, Heather, were sitting in their bedroom (their house is 
behind the church) at the time. 


"I was almost paralysed with shock," Mrs Crodace said. 


It was Mr Croudace who organised, with the help of friends, the construc- 
tion of the small evangelical, nondenominational church 27 years ago. 


"It was just as well that this happened on a Thursday night. There could 
have been young people around if it was placed tonight when we have 
weekly young people's group meetings," he said. 


"We will have to think about repairing the damage but the church can 
still be used for services," Mrs Croudace said. 


The Mayor of Salisbury, Councillor Jack Whiting, commented yesterday: 
"Like everyone else, I am shocked by this senseless destruction of places 
of worship. 


Combined Operations Accused

[Text] Combined Operations are unlikely to respond to recent accusations 
by the leader of ZANU (PF), Mr Robert Mugabe, that security forces were 
responsible for the bomb attacks on churches in Salisbury last week. 


It is understood in military circles that Combined Operations regard the 
allegations in the same light as countless accusations made against the 
security forces by leaders of both factions of the former guerrilla 
alliance at the height of the war. 


On several occasions during the war the massacre of innocents was blamed 
on the Selous Scouts, despite positive evidence to the contrary. 


Mr Mugabe used Mozambique's national radio network to accuse Rhodesian 
security forces of some horrifying acts of terrorism. 


Similar accusations have been levelled at security forces by Mr Joshua 
Nkomo on behalf of his ZIPRA forces. A spokesman for his party was the 
first to blame the Selous Scouts for the bomb blasts. 


Mr Mugabe said when he made his most recent accusations that his party 
had documents linking the church blasts with the Selous Scouts. 


The ZANU (PF) leader said he had handed Police a car registration book 
which proved the vehicle destroyed in the Harare explosion had belonged to 
a Selous Scout based at Inkomo Barracks, and that the man had been one of 
the victims. 
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It is understood Mr Mugabe can also produce several other items and docu- 
ments which he claims link the Selous Scouts to the attacks. 


Military observers, however, point to the Selous Scouts as being 

recognised as one of the most professional units of its kind in the 

world. This professionalism, they say, makes it unlikely that such 

obvious detail as a car registration book would be overlooked.

Now in the so-called ceasefire, churches in Salisbury have become the 
target of terrorists who think nothing of putting in jeopardy the lives 
of the innocent. For make no mistake, whoever the guilty men were, their 
actions were those of terrorists. 


At the time of writing the political parties were busy blaming each other 
for the outbreak of urban terror. Those with a marxist connection claimed 
it was the work of their enemies in an attempt to smear them. Their 
opponents pointed to the record of the parties of the Patriotic Front 
alliance and to the marxist campaign against religion. 


Bombings, assassinations, attempts on the lives of candidates and 
intimidation of a particularly vicious kind have come to characterise the 
election campaign.

I 
suddenly heard shooting, and I knew that by going slowly I might have 
died, so I kept going very fast," he said. "The firing seemed to last 
for several minutes, and when it finished I heard the conductor saying 
that I should drive fast as the people in the bus were bleeding." 

Though his two left rear tyres were shot out, Mr Kapuya made his way to 
the Glendale clinic, about 15 km away. The two injured women were later 
transferred to the Bindura hospital. One died at 11 a.m. yesterday. A 
police spokesman said it had not been established who was responsible for 
the ambush.

They have, theve deep thinkers, naively omitted to ask the following question:

Well, LE POLITICIEN presents an exclusive, secret answer to that question: 
Leo will not leave. 


Those who think that he is finished because of his age (76 years) are blind.

[Text] Seychelles’ development policy, as far as the private business 
sector is concerned, was reiterated by Government on Thursday during the 
People's Assembly meeting. 


During a debate on 4 motion asking Government to consider taking over the 
manufacturing aspect of the Tea Company, it was explained that Government 
always looked at such issues according to development priorities.

UNIDO MISSION LEAVES AF7éR STUDY OF BOATYARD PROJECT

[Text}) After a detailed on-the-spot study of the possibilities of 
developing a boatyard industry in Seychelles, Mr Dmitry Panyuskin and Ms. 
Eva Doblmayr, from the Engineering Industry and Economic Cooperation 
Sections of the United Nations Inauscrial Development Organization, 
(UNIDO), left Seychelles yesterday. 


During their 10-day stay here, to discuss the final report of a pre- 
feasibility study of the boatyard project, they met with senior officials 
of several government ministries and departments. 


They also visited the New Port, the Government Sawmill at Grand Anse 
(Mahe) and the ishand of Praslin where they met fishermen and boatbuilders. 


The boatyard project as envisaged by Seychelles would include two small 
but efficiently equipped yards to serve other islands than Mahe--with one 
of those yards probably being situated on Praslin--and a larger slipway 

in Port Victoria allowing for the maintenance of euch vessels as the TOPAZ 
and CINQ JUIN. 


"This project is being proposed to preserve what is in ay opiajion one of 
the best craft to be developed in Seychelles," said Dr Maxime Ferrari, 
the Minister for Planning and Development, following a meeting with the 
UNIDO team a week ago. “It will help our carpenters not only in their 
job but also in the training of the younger generations so as not to lose 
the high quality of the boat-building industry in Seychelles," he added.

MACNAMARA MEETS WITH CABINET ON DEVELOPMENT ISSUES 
Mbabane THE TIMES OF SWAZILAND in English 24 Jan 80 p 1 


[Text] The President of the World Bank, Mr Robert MacNamara asked ques- 
tions about the priorities of the Swaziland Government during a meeting 
with the Prime Minister, Prince Mabandla, and other members of the Swazi 
Cabinet, including the Deputy Prime Minister, Senator Ben Nsibandze, the 
Minister of Finance, Mr J.F.I. Simel2ne and the Minister of Education, 
Canon Siphetse Dlamini. 


During the conference the Prime Minister and the other Ministers outlined 
some of the problems being faced by Swaziland, particularly in the fields 
of Agriculture and Education, to Mr MacNamara and his four man team. 


After having listened for some time Mr MacNamara then said he was inter- 
ested in knowing what the priorities of the Swaziland government are in 

view of the investment in shipping lines and an airline, which he said, 

he felt to be of a low priority. 


"You have spent scarce funds on low priority operations which have to 
carr,’ subsidies and operate at a loss," he told the meeting. 


The Minister of Finance replied that the first priority of the government 
was the development of rural areas--Mr MacNamara is due to visit one Rural 
Development Area this morning. The second priority was education in 
general and the third technical education. Yesterday evening the Deputy 
Prime Minister accompanied Mr MacNamara on a visit to the Swaziland Col- 
lege of Technology. 


Turning to the shipping line question, Mr Simelane told Mr MacNamara that 
this had nothing to do with the government and that they had been 
approached by a group of private individuals. 


These individuals had requested that the government acts as guarantor which 
the Government had agreed to do. 
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The World Bank President interjected at the point to say that such guaran- 
tees reduced governments’ credit, and Mr Simelane admitted that unfortu- 
nately Mr MacNamara was right. 


Later in the discussions the Prime Minister said that the airline "got 
into government papers but was not the aim of government." He went on 

to say that “we are trying to put this sort of thing aside and concentrate 
on priorities." 


During the meeting both the Prime Minister and the Deputy Prime Minister 
stressed that due to erratic climate conditions one of the top priorities 
in the development of rural areas is the establishment of suitable irri- 
gation networks to allow the arable land to be put to optimum use. 


The damming of rivers coming into Swaziland from South Africa on the South 
African side of the border is also a problem, Prince Mabandla said. He told 
the World Bank team that there is an agreement with the Republic that dur- 
ing dry periods 85 percent of the water be let through to Swaziland. 


He went on to say that negotiations were going on with the South African 
authorities with the aim of getting more water through and that an agree- 
ment was about to be made last December when the negotiations broke down 
due to a border dispute. The PM was optimistic about the outcome of the 
negotiations however as "South Africa really supports our development." 


Another water problem, Prince Mabandla said, is that Swaziland is obliged 
to give Mozambique 40 percent of the water from the Umbuluzi river which 
rises in Swaziland. 


Mr MacNamara told the Prime Minister that he was pleased with the empha- 
sis on rural development and said that the World Bank will strongly sup- 
port Swaziland in this field. He said that his organisation would sit wn 
and talk with a Swazi delegation anytime specific rural development pro- 
jects were tabulated.

Moving the motion yesterday, Mr Ben Wacha (Moshi) said: "The committee will 
save us from having our images tarnished. 


"Rumours about the members malpractices are categorised into three groups: 
There are members who before coming to the house were involved in financial 
scandals by using their positions. 


"Another group is that of members who, after coming to the house, misused 
their power to amass wealth. 


"The third group is that of those who were members of the house, but after 
they had used their positions to amass wealth, they left." 


Wacha said: "We should measure our deeds to what is expected of us as 
people who are steering the nation. Let us have the goodwill of the people. 
And they should see that we do not keep the meat and fat to ourselves and 
give them the bones. It should all be balanced. 


"Some of us feel uncomfortable to go to public places because the public 
has branded us “grabbers.” Time has come to examine our contribution to 
the nation.” 
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Contributing to the motion, the secretary of NCC, Mr Omwony Ojwok, said time 
had come to clear allegations of this nature. He said those who had cheated 
Ugandans in anything, should not be allowed to be their representatives. 

He said some people looted cars. "This is a criminal act of robbery,” he 
observed. 


Gmuwony Ojwok said there had been serious allegations that high ranking 
officials were involved in notable malpractices. He said some ministries 
alleged to have been on the forefront of these malpractices should be 
probed for clarity purposes. He said that "Ugandans should be given a 
chance to express themselves," in this respect. 


He moved a successful amendment to the motion which widened the scope of 
the select committee's operation. 


The minister of justice and attorney general, Mr Steven Ariko Omoding, also 
supported the motion but was of the opinion that fallen aspirants to the 
NCC motivated those allegations. He wanted the committee not to include 
outsiders as others had suggested, 


Mr Omara Atubo (Moshi), supported the motion and called for the inclusion of 
outsiders in the committee. He said: "No person should be judge of his own 
case." He said that by setting up this committee, “we are setting a good 


example." 


Mr Osindiek Wangor supported the motion but called for the public service 
minister to hurry up a leadership code of conduct which he had promised 
"a long time ago.” He said a political office is not for wealth making 
but for service to the people. 


Mr Komakech (Moshi), said the UNLF was leaving much to be desired. It had 
deteriorated and was weighing the country down. “It is not doing what it 
promised,” he added. 


Mr Kirya Gole (Tororo) also supported the motion. He said there were 
rumours of the UNLF branch officials grabbing from local folk. He wanted 
the committee to also look into the activities of other government officials. 


"Some members are not sure of returning through popular vote. That may be 
why they have turned to grabbing at this time," he said. 


Dr Musa Mushanga Tibamanya Mwene (Bushenyi) said a committee should have 
been instituted at the time when the issue of "NCC wolves" was raised by a 
Ugandan weekly...WEEKLY TOPIC. 


"All of us have been branded grabbers. The disease of grabbing is a 
contagious one which spreads fast and to all ranks if it is not checked. 
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"We should save the country by making «urselves honest and serious. We 
should not encourage corruption which erodes the mind and efficiency. 


"Top officials and NCC members should declare their holdings publicly so 
that we know who has what." 


Mr Henry Kayondo (Kampala) suggested that since "there is an element of 
éishonesty amongst ourselves, we should all resign and go back to the 
people to be voted in." 


Mr Chemaseut (Kapthorwa) said a number of financial malpractices had occurred, 
but none of the people involved had been arrested. "This shows that some big 
officials are involved." 


He opposed the idea of seeking the people's mandate now. "This will cover 
up the malpractices. A committee should probe us and clear us or implicate 
some of us," he suggested. 
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CSV HOLDS FIRST EXTRAORDINARY CONGRESS 
Ouagadougou L'OBSERVATEUR in French 16 Jan 80 pp 1, 10 
{Article: "First Extraordinary Congress of the CSV Held"] 


[Text] A series of events happened in Upper Volta in quick succession from 
the beginning of this month of January 1980 on. 


First, there was the mass meeting sponsored at the Ouagadougou Labor Exchange 
on 3 January by the country's four major labor unions, i.e., the CSV [Voltan 


Trade Union Gonfederation], the CHNTV [National Confederation of Voltan 
Workers], the OVSL [Voltan Organization of Free Trade Unions], and the USTV 
{Voltan Workers Trade Union Federation]. 


Then there was the demonstration of support for General Lamizana and the 
Government of the Third Republic organized at Bobodioulasso on 6 January and 
that people regarded, as a matter of fact, as being a strictly regionalistic 
note. There was also the day of the nation-wide demonstration organized by 
the CSV against the bill introduced by the government in the National 
Assembly and seeking to limit the right to strike in Upper Volta. 


Lastly there was the postponement of the extraordinary session of the 
parliament originally scheduled for 7 January 1980, postponement condemned 
by the FPV [Voltan Progressive Front]. 


The most recent event to date is the beginning of the summit meeting of the 
heads of state of the member countries of the CILSS [Inter-State Committee 
to Fight the Drought in the Sahel] on the 14th of this month. 


In this whole onslaught, an event that, under ordinary circumstances, would 
have been the subject of daily news reports went by unnoticed. 


We are referring to the CSV's first ex: raordinary congress, which was held 
9-12 January 1980. The theme of the congress was “The union vis-a-vis the 
evolution of the social and political situation in Upper Volta." We need 

to say right away that the above-mentioned extraordinary congress was 

decided upon by the last regular congress of the above-mentioned organization, 
primarily to settle the question of the leadership of this central office. 
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Unfortunately a regrettable mishap also prevented us from covering the event 
in question. 


For this reason, we are pleased today to note the news stories that we have 
received. 


In the opinion of the participants of the congress, which had to postpone the 
study of its theme to the next regular congress scheduled for next September 
and limit itself to a discussion of the reports and the election of a new 
national office, never in the history of Voltan unionism has a congress 
aroused so much interest outside of as well as within the congress. 


Of course the most important fact that concerns the whole life of the Voltan 
nation is this adoption of a position by the above-mentioned central office 
with a resolution "regarding the serious threat on the anathema situation 
created by the anti-worker, anti-democracy, and anti-people bill." 


In addition, the extraordinary congress of the CSV decided to send a letter 
to the president of the Republic to restate the firm determination of the 
above-mentioned central headquarters to oppose the bill which, in its 
opinion, seeks no more or no less than to abolish unionism in Upper Volta. 


At the same time, the congress decided to send a letter to the ILO in Geneva, 
to inform it of the serious threats that are weighing on union freedom in 
Upper Volta. 


Finally the congress recommended the general mobilization of all workers for 
the struggle that must now be undertaken against the bill introduced in the 
National Assembly.

HIGHER INSTITUTE CLOSED--Kinshasa, 11 Feb (AZAP)--In a communique delivered 
to AZAP today, tue vice chancellor of the National University of Zaire, 
Monsignor Tshibangu Tshishiku, announced that the Executive Council has 
just decided to close down the Higher Institute of Applied Technology (ISTA) 
umtil October 1980 following the havoc caused by the students of the insti- 
tute on 22 January this year. It will be recalled that the vice chancellor 
recently decided to suspend ISTA's activities until further notice because 
of the absolutely intolerable behavior of its students. On 22 January, 

the students of the institute committed acts of violence and vandalism and 
attacked persons and properties even outside ISTA's premises. In his conm- 
munique, Monsignor Tshibangu issued a serious warning to all the students 
of the National University and cautioned them against acts similar to those 
committed by ISTA's students. A repetition of such acts will result in 
more severe punishment.

COPPER PRODUCTION FOx 1980--Kinshasa, 19 Feb (AZAP)--According to estimates, 
Zairian copper production will reach 600,000 tons of metal in the course 

of the year 1980, the Department of National Economy, Industry and Commerce 
reports. During the past 2 years forecasts were set at 470,000 tons. The 
copper industry, which is centered in southwestern Shaba, could not meet 
its targets during the past 2 years (78-79), because of the two Shaba wars, 
which brought the region almost to a complete halt. Production reached a 
maximum of 400,000 tons. The year 1980 is expected to be promising because 
of the price levels recently prevailing on the world market (minimum of 
99.50 pounds sterling per ton, maximum of 101.4 pounds sterling per ton at 
the end of December and beginning of 1980), and in view of the financial 
support promised to Zaire by her partners. The price rates, despite the 
unfavorable economic situation, will enable producers to bear, to a large

EXPATRIATE BARGAINING POWER--The bargaining power of expatriates has con- 
tinued at the same high level as it was before independence, while the 
Zambianisation programme in the mining industry has benefited only a few 
semi-skilled workers. A study of the Zambian mining industry by Dr Philip 
Daniel of the University of Cambridge, England, has found that the loss 

of experienced expatriates had continued to haunt the mining companies-- 
NCCM and RCM--during the period of research in 1978. His conclusions are 
contained in a book just published, which says loss of expatriate manpower 
was because employment in the mines offered “very limited career prospects 
for highly skilled men.” The 1965-1975 decade witnessed rapid expansion 
of mining capacity in other part: of the world--particularly South America 
and Australasia--and a consequent increase in demand for specialised min- 
ing skills. World copper production itself, for example, increased by 

55 percent between 1965 and 1974. The study is entitled "Af:icanisation," 
nationalisation and equality: mining labour and the Copperbelt in Zambian 
development.

INCREASED PRESIDENTIAL POWER URGED--The inquiries Act, which empowers 
President Kaunda to set up commissions and appoint commissioners. must 

be amended to give him powers to take action against erring individuals. 
Parliamentary secretary in the Ministry of Legal Affairs, Mr Ludwig 
Sondashi suggested this in Parliament yesterday and expressed hope that the 
House would examine the Inquiries Act Cap 181 as it fell short of an 
individual's expectations. Mr Sondashi charged that the Government was 
becoming unpopular over the Zambia Railways episode. “Everybody is 
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anxious to know what steps the Government has taken with regard to this 
matter. I hope that as a Government, we shall as soon as possible re- 
solve this outstanding problem without fear or favour," he added. Mr 
Sondashi said in the absence of this, the only reasonable conclusion to 
be drawn would be that the allegations or accusations against a member 
of the Central Committee or minister were true. "Conclusions would be 
drawn that because such member of the Central Committee or minister was 
a relative of the culprit, that is why no action has been taken against 
soand so," he added. The parliamentary secretary urged leaders to come 
out strongly to rebut the allegations that the Government was applying 
double standards in certain disciplinary cases. "We cannot allow a situ- 
ation where a general manager or a permanent secretary will be indispen- 
sable or more important or difficult to discipline more than a minister 
or a minister of state, or even a Member of Parliament.

MBULO JAILED--A Zambia National Defence Force chief pay master and acting 
director of finance, Major MacPherson Mbulo, was yesterday jailed for three 
and a half years by resident magistrate, Mr Arumugam Thambapillai, for 
stealing more than K58,000 from his employers. Mr Thambapillai found 
Mbulo, 32, guilty of stealing K58,622 from the ZNDF between November and 
December 23, 1978. He had denied the charge. Passing sentence, the court 
observed that offences of stealing public funds had reached alarming pro- 
portions. The magistrate said courts were handling many cases of theft 
by public servant. He told Mbulo, who has served the army for 12 years, 
that he would lose all his benefits. He would also lose his good image to 
members of the public. The conviction would haunt him for the rest of his 
life. Defence counsel, Mr Edward Shamwana, asked the court to exercise 
leniency on Mbulo who was a first offender. Mr Shamwana said Mbulo's 
family would suffer if convicted.

TRANSPORT INDUSTRY DECLINE--Zambia's transport industry has suffered huge 
drops in the inflow of new vehicles. A new publication "Zambia in Figures," 
prepared by the Central Statistical Office in Lusaka has revealed that 
whereas there were 16,180 new registrations of vehicles in 1971 only 3.963 
were registered at the close of last year, representing a drop of 12,217. 
Goods vehicles figure which stood at 7,391 in 1971 dropped to 1,576 by the 
end of 1979, while that for construction tractors dropped from 854 to 453 
in the same period. The number of passenger cars coming into the country 
also fell from 6,165 to 1,169 during the same period, while that for 
omnibuses, in contrast, rose from 152 to 169. Im the case of motorcycles 
and scooters the number dropped from 1,618 to 495 in the same period. 

On international cargo movement, the publication shows a drop in tonnage 
for both air and Jand shipment. Air cargo increased from 126,839,000 kilos 
in 1971 to 221,421,000 kilos in 1977, but went down to 212,9€}3,000 kilos by 
the close of 1978. On land, however, the tonnage which dropped from 515 
million tonnes in 1971 to about five million tonnes in 1977, rose to 5.1 bs 
million tonnes by the end of 1978.
